appraisement of 1900, with improve- 
ments added up to 1S08, shows tax 
values in the county outside of Tus- 
carawas township to be 
$10,941,035, 


while the same values 
in

awas township are $3,963,340. These 
figures prove an increase in tax val- 
uations in Tuscarawas township 
of 


$2,064.240 and an increase

only $1.315.785.

TO PITTSBUR6 


Attorneys For Noted Prisoner Agree 


to Raise No Objections to His Re- 
turn to Asylum After Testimony Is 
Completed and Authorities Are on 
Point of Permitting His Departure 
From the State-—Will Make Plea to 
Have Order Withdrawn. 


New York, Oct. 16.—Harry K. Thaw 


Is booked for a trip to Pittsburg Sun- 
day morning, or soon thereafter, to 
testify in the bankruptcy proceedings 
pending against him in that city. 


This Information was made public 


after a long conference held between 
Dr. Amos T. Baker, assistant super- 
intendent of the Matteawan hospital 
for the criminal insane, where Thaw 
Is confined, and Colonel Asa Bird Gar- 
diner, special deputy attorney gen- 
eral appointed tct take charge of the 
Thaw case in behalf of .ae state. 


A writ issued by the United States 


court In Pennsylvania commanding 
Dr. Robert E. Lamb, superintendent 
of the Matteawan hospital, to produce 
Thaw In Pittsburg, was served on Dr. 
Lamb, and Dr. Baker, his assistant, 
hastened to New York from Fishkill 
Landing, where the hospital is' locat- 
ed, to consult with Colonel Gardiner 
about obeying the writ. Colonel Gar- 
diner says that the Thaw representa- 
tives have promised not to put any 
obstacle in the way of having Thaw 
returned to New York in case he ap- 
pears in Pittsburg. and as this was 
his main contention against having 
the prisoner taken there, Colonel Gar- 
diner says he does not see how he 
can successfully oppose the new writ. 


"I have made all arrangements to 


go to Pittsburg to argue the case," 
said Colonel Gardiner, "but I can not 
tell at this time whether Thaw will go 
there or not. I wish to discuss the 
case with Attorney General Jackson 
before taking any definite action. In 
Pittsburg I will argue cgainst Thaw 
being taken to that city, but if I fail 
to have the writ dismissed Thaw will 
be telegraphed for."

Quickly dispelled. 


The one topic of conversation In 


Caracas is tho coming answer to Hol- 
land's second note, which has been 
reported to have set the "datp of Nov. 
1 for the annulment of Castro's trans- 
shipment decree, which has been so 
obnoxious to the people of Curacao. 
Holland's second note is a very long 
document, according to reports, and 
Venezuela's answer, besides being 
lengthy, is being prepare 1 with greal 
care.
